ORDINANCE 1921, WITH REGARD TO THE 
QUORUM OF A MUNICIPAL BENCH AND 

OTHER MA ITERS. 






BE IT EXACTED by llu* Hij^h Commissioner tor Pales- 
liwe with the advice of Uie Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Municipal Courts Short Title. 
Amendnient Ordinance, 1924, 


2. Section 2 of the Municipal Courts Ordinance 1t>21, i 
fiereby repeale<l and the following section substituted therefor;- 


The Maj,dslrale so appointed will I'orni a Court known as the 
Municipal Court. Cases within the jurisdiction of the C^ourt 
shall be tried by a bench consisting of not less than two niein- 
hers. If a bench consisting of an even number of members 
is equally divided in opinion in any case, the case shall be 
t‘e-trie<l by a bench containing an o<ld number of members who 
shall decifle by a majority of voices. The High (Commissioner 
shall appoint the Chairman of the bench and may appoint one 
or more members to be Deputy Chairmen. In the absence of 
die Clmirrnan, the Deputy (Chairman, and, if more than one 
he present, the Deputy Chairman senior in age shall preside over 
the Court and in the absence of the (]liairman or any Deputy 

C.iiairman the Magisti*ate senior in age shall preside over the 
Court.

Any person sentenced to imprisonment by the Municipal 
(«ourt shall have a right of appeal to the District C.ourt. Any per¬ 
son sentence<l to fine ^pply President of the District 

Court for leave to appeal in the manner prescribed in Section 5 
uf rhe Magistrates’ (^urts Jurisdiction Ordinance, 1924.
